And unless the next 
session of parliament makes amends for 
the action of last, the development of 
this the most rapidly developing part of 
the Territories will be checked by a 
shortage of funds for either roads or 
schools or both. And why, because 
our beneficent rulers at Ottawa,—on 
whose bounty the Herald hopes to 
live—chose to spend money to hold a 
circus rather than spend it to relieve 
the distress of unfortunate settlers. 
There is ashortage of funds for the 
public purposes of the Territories. For 
that shortage the government of the 
day which failed to ask parliament for 
the proper amount is responsilie. Of 
course if the government had met the 
needs of the Territories, and paid for 
the exhibition as well,there would have 
been no such objection. It was their 
own show and if they were willing to 
pay for it the people of the Territories 
need not object. Buta gov't that will 
allow the public purposes of the Ter- 
ritories to fall short $40,000 under the 
painful—nay tragic—circumstances of 
last fall, while spending $25,000 in a 
so-called agricultural fair does not show 
a sufficiently acute perception of the 
difference between luxuries and ne- 
cessities to warrant the implicit con- 
fidence of the people of the Territories, 
either in themselves or their would be 
ongans.

CHURCH EXEMPTIONS. 

The plea for the exemption of 
churches and a limited amount of 
church property from mifnicipal and 
school taxation, which appears in an- 
other column, is worth more than passing 
attention. All taxpayers are interested 
in anything that concerns taxation or 
exemption from taxation, and nearly 
all taxpayers are more or less directly 
interested in the erection and support 
of churches. The difference between 
all and nearly all is the ground upon 
which the claim for the taxation of 
churches rest. All property holders pay 
taxes but all property holders are not 
directly financially interested in church- 
es; or are interested in the different 
churches to a very different degree. 
Therefore as all taxpayers pay in equal 
proportion and as the exemption of 
churches from taxation relieves tax- 
payers from certain burdens in unequal 
proportion, churches should not be 
exempt from taxation. This is the 
rule, and according to its limitations 
there should be no exemptions from 
taxation. But in practice numerous 
exemptions from taxation are allowed 
for various reasons ; all in violation of 
the rule above given. Household 
effects, wearing apparel, personal pro 
perty to the amount of $300, are ex- 
empt, and yet one man may have 
85,000 worth of household effects and 
another only @50. This isa glaring in- 
equality. One man has $300 worth of 
his personal property exempt from 
taxation while another man having no 
personal property, but having land pays 
taxes on every cent of value he has in 
the place. Wearing apparel is exempt 
and fyet one person’s apparel may be 
worth a thousand dollars while another 
may not have $25 worth and yet be a 
taxpayer. A has house furnishings 
worth $1,500 a span of horses and 
buggy worth $300, wearing apparel 
for self and family including jewelry 
worth $500 and yet need not pay one 
cent of taxes to the town or school, 
while B. who has bought a lot for $100 
and is paying for it out of his daily 
wages, who has no house furnishings, 
no personal property and say $50 worth 
of clothing, pays a tax of one or two 
dollars a year. To tax churches then 
does not relieve the tax law from glar-

On the ground 
that the mill will be for the general 
benefit of the place and will bring out- 
side capital into circulation, although 
the owner of the mill will benefit very 
much more by the deal than any other 
citizen, and the other citizens will bene- 
fit in very different proportion, the ex- 
emption is granted. These are all 
violations of the rule above given and 
yet are generally acknowledged to be 
necessary in a measure and under some 
circumstances. The question then is 
not whether the exemption of churches 
is according to the proper theory of 
taxation, but whether a deviation from 
that theory is justifiable in their case. 
One great claim made for exemption is 
that churches are a benefit to the com- 
munity, and therefore should be reliev- 
ed from taxation just as mills and many 
other enterprises are for that reason. 
But if every enterprise that was of 
benefit to the community were relieved 
from taxation municipal government 
wouid be impossible. For in order that 
taxes shall be paid they must be levied 
on wealth, and wealth is generally em- 
ployed in some productive enterprise 
and is therefore of general benefit. It 
may be claimed that an exception 
should be made in favor of churches, 
as it is ‘in favor of certain enterprises. 
But the exemption of enterprises is 
exceptional, well understood as a direct 
violation of a well understood rule ; 
and in this country—fortunately for it 
and thanks to the missionary spirit 
of the church societies and _ the 
character of our settlers—church build- 
ings are too general to be exempted 
from taxation as an exception. There 
are two grounds, however, stated in 
Rev. Father Leduc’s letter upon 
which church exemptions might 
properly be granted: One is 
that they are not a __ productive 
form of wealth, and therefore burden- 
some to pay taxes for, and difficult to 
collect taxes from; and the other that 
in these Territories the church buildings 
as well as the expense of carrying on 
church work is very largely borne by 
the people of other countries and of 
other parts of this country. As long as 
we are in the position that the churches 
of the Territories are largely paid for 
by outsiders, and as long as we acknow- 
ledge—as we do acknowledge—the 
benefit of the existence of churches, it 
seems a churlish thing to tax this par- 
ticular form of wealth, entirely unpro- 
ductive to those who provide much of 
the money, and whose good results ac- 
crue entirely to ourselves. When the 
Territories become able to entirely build 
and support their own churches this 
ground for exemption will cease to 
exist, but at the present time and under 
our present circumstances it certainly 
appears to be good ground for the ex- 
emption of churches, public hospitals 
and other public charitable institutions. 
On the other hand it must be admitted 


that where the exemption of 
an unlimited amount of church 
property has been made a_ rule 


under the claim of sanctity instead 
of an exception on material grounds, it 
has become a public burden and an 
evil of very great proportions. The 
exemption instead of being for directly 
spiritual and indirectly material pur- 
poses has been used for directly ma- 
terial and indirectly spiritual purposes. 
Such exemptions cannot be justified on 
grounds of sound public policy either 
as an exception or as a rule.

These estimates, most persons who have 
conversed with farmers and travellers about 
the crops will believe to err, if they err at 
all, on the side of moderation, rather than 
on that of extravagance. 

Medicine Hat News: An important dis- 

covery has recently been made in the 
Cypress Hills, and gives promise of develop- 
ing into a bonanza for the promoters, one of 
whom is Ed. Fearon, M. L. A. This discov- 
ery is no less than the finding of a large 
deposit of manganese ore, a mineral which is 
much used now a-days in the hardening of 
iron. It is the bi-oxide of manganese which 
is used so largely in the production of hard- 
ened armor plates for battle ships. An- 
other peculiarity about the ore lies in the 
fact that nowhere else in America is it found 
in large quantities, but simply in small 
pockets. That which now enters into com- 
merce is exported from provinces of Austria 
and Germany. The body of ore in the 
Cypress Hills is several feet thick, is about 
80 feet wide and has been followed along the 
seam for between two and three hundred 
feet ; the gravity of this ore is 4:8 to 4:9 so 
it will be seen that there is considerable ore Our 
already in sight. Samples of the ore sent 
east for analysis assayed 40 per cent to the 
ton. The value of the bi-oxide of manganese 
is between $60 and $100 per ton. If the 
expectations of the promoters are realized, 
Maple Creek has a bonanza at its doors.

BY-LAW No. 103. 


A By-Law to provide for the borrowing on the 
credit of the municipality at large, the sum of 
2403.65 for the payment of certain local improve- 
ments made in the year 1894. 

WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of the Municipal Ordinance in that behalf, 
a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 1) duly signed, was presented to 
the Council of tbe Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton asking that that portion of 
Jasper Avenue lying between Second Street and 
Third Street on the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
Reserve, Edmonton, should be graded, and the cost 
thereof be paid by special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the portion of Jasper 
Avenue whereon the improyement was pro to 

made ; 

AND WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the 
provisions of the Municipal Ordinance in that be- 
half, a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 2) duly signed, was presented to the Council of 
the said Municipality, asking that a plank sidewalk 
be constructed on the south side of Jasper Avenue 
between First Street and Third Street on the 
Hudson’e Bay Company’s Reserve, Edmonton, and 
the cost thereof paid by special frontage 
assessment upon the lands fronting on the South 
side of the portion of Jasper Avenue whereon the 
improvement was propcsed to be mae. 

AND WHEREAS the said improvements were 
made, and the expenditure necessary therefor was 
met by means of temporary loans or advances 
effected in pursuance of the Municipal Ordinance in 
that behalf. 

AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of By-laws 
in that behalf of the said Municipality, it was ascer- 
tained and finally determined as follows. (a) That 
the probable life of the improvements made under 
each of the above mentioned petitions is ten years 
from the first day of January, 1895. (b) That the 
actual cost of each of the said improvements, in- 
cluding interest properly chargeable thereon, was as 
follows : Of that under Petition No. 1, $83.40 and of 
that under Petition No. 2, $320.25, making in all the 
sum of $403.65. (c) That the value of the land 
chargeable and charged with the special frontage 
rate in each case, (exclusive of all improvemeats 
thereon) was as follows; That comprised in Petition 
No. 1, $8,400.00 ; and that comprised in Petition No. 
2, 29,000.00, making in all the sum of 317,400.00. 
(d) That no portion of the costs of any of the im- 
provements made under either of the said pctitions 
is to be borne by the Municipality at large. () That 
the number of feet frontage assessable as sforesaid, 
comprised in Petition No. 1, is 636 feet, and the pro- 
portions in which the cost of the improvements 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1 is to be 
borne is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1; and that 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid 
comprised in Petition No. 2 is 636 feet, and the pro- 

rtion in which the cost of the improvements made 
in pursuance of the said Petition No. 2 is to be 
borne, is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursusnce of said Petition No. 2; 

AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of the said 
By-laws, the cost of the improvements was accord- 
ingly assessed by way of special frontage assess ment 
upon the lands fronting on the street whereon the 
improvements were nade, the said cost to be levied 
by a special rate upon the said lands comprised in 
each petition respectively in such manner that there 
shouid be levied and collected in each year for the 
period ef ten years from and after the first day of 
January, 1895, at the same time and in the same 
manner as the general municipal taxes, such sums 
as should be sufficient in each case to cover the 
annual interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum upon the amount of the cost, and form an 
equal yearly sinking fund for the payment of the 
principal of the amount thereof, estimating the rate 
of interest on the investment of the sinking fund at 
five per cent. capitalized yearly. 

AND WHEREAS, for the purpose of repaying 
the said temporary advances or loans and interest 
thereon it is necessary and expedient to borrow on 
the credit of the Municipality at large the said sum 
of 2493,65 by the issue of debentures, the principal 
whereof shali be repayable on the 3lst cay of De- 
cember, 1904, and which shall bear interest 
from the 1st day of January, 1895, payable half- 
yearly at the rate of six per cent. per annum. 


AND WHEREAS while the said debt is created on 
the credit of the said Municipality at large, the 
Municipality is to collect the same only by way of 
special frontage and assessments. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the 
re-payment of the said principal sum by the creation 
of an equal yearly sinking fund 


AND WIIEREAS the total amount rejuired to be 
raised by the special rate for the repayment of the 
said debt of $403.65 by means of a sinking fund as 
aforesaid, and the interest thereon as aforesaid is 
256.35, being composed of the sum of $1170 in re- 
spect of the sum of $83.40, the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 1, and the sum of $44.65 in 
respect of the sum of 2320.25,the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 2. 


AND WHEREAS the annual special rate per foot 
frontage for the paying of interest and creating an 
equal yearly sinking fund, for the payment of the 
Said sum of £11.70 is 1 35-100 cents per foot frontage 
of the land comprised in Petition No. 1, and the 
annual special rate for the paying of interest and 
cresting an equal yearly sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the sum of $44.65, ig 7 4-100 cents per foot 
frontage on the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 


THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council of the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in Council assem- 
bled, gnact as follows : 


1. That this by-law shall come into force on the 
day of the final passing thereof. 


2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality at large, 
the sum of $403 (5 and interest thereon at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum from the first day of January 
1895, and for that purpose may issue one or more de- 
bentures of the Municipality at large, in sums of not 
less than $10 each, repayable on the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, 1904, bearing interest at the rate ef 6 percent, per 
annum from the Ist day of January, 1895, payable 
half-yearly ; such Debentures to be payable at the 
office at Edmonton of the Treasurer of the Munici- 
pality, and to haye attached thereto, coupons for 
the payment of interest. 


3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required tobe raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal year- 
ly sinking fund to be set apart for the payment of 
the said principal sum of 2403.65, there shall be levied 
at the same time asthe general Municipal Taxes in 
each year, during the period of ten years from and 
after the first day of January, 1895, an annual special 
rate, over and above all other rates, of 1 85-100 cents 
per foet frontage on all of the land comprised in 
Petition No. 1, and of 7 4-100 cents per foot frontage 
on all the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 


4. The credit of the Municipality is hereby pledg- 
ed for the payment of the said sum of $403.65 and 
interest as aforesaid.
